the cost of living by law. And day by day, month by month. His Majesty, THE 
HIGH COST OF LIVING, has moved serenely on his upward course, unmoved 
and unaffected by the amusing antics of the Palmers and others of his ilk 
who ar* using the most serious economic crisis that has ever confronted the 
American people to gain such notoriety and votes as they may from the 
gullible portion of the public. 


The most of us would prefer to believe that mea holding such responsible 


positions as Governor Cox and Attorney General Palmer are better versed ia 
the fundamental 4aws of economics than to swallow themselves 
any such 


ridiculous theory as they have been trying to palm off on the public, to the ef- 
fect that th* cost of living can be lowered by sending men to Jail or by passing 
more laws. 


For, reduced to its final analysis, the cost of livina is high by reason of too 


many laws, rather than too few. 


Legalized Monopoly is the basic reason for high coets. The holding of 


hundreds of millions of acre* of land, the source of all wealth, out of use: 
monopoly of transportation; direcfand Indirect taxes on induetry: and the 
toll exacted from those who produce by those who produce nothing, but who 
have In their possession thru law-made favoritism the opportunities for pro 
duction, are the specific causes of eves- mounting costs on the necessities of 
life. And the remedy for this, we submit, is not so much the enactment of new 
laws as the repeal of those upon which Injustice and special privilege are 
based. 


If Mr. Palmer were really concerned about the welfare of the common 


people he would cease denouncing individuals and attaci; MONOPOLY, the 
patent of the evil he expresses so much concern about. 
Slavery was not abol- 


ished by denouncing the slave holder. The liquor power v/*s not overthrown 
by attacking saloon keepers. And neither will MONOPOLY be killed in 
America by raving about the wickedness of individual monopolists, but by 
striking at the legal and economic system which makes MONOPOLY possi- 
ble. 


The same is true of any scheme calculated to reduce rents. Shouting from 


the housetops about the greed of landlords will not lovrpr rents. Governor 
Cox knows this as well as thousands who read his T.-ouM-be seriou?. but really 
amusing, tirade against the "rent profiteers." 


And in glaring contrast with the stuff that appeared ia the newspapers as 


the governor's cure for rent profiteering, we wish to submit the following from 
the pea of Harry H. Wlllock, a high official of the Waverly Oil company, a man 
who has grown rich in the oil business, but whose wealth has not blinded him 
to the immoral and unjust condltloas by which the resources of nature are 
held out of use against the urgent need of the masses of the people.
